OF $996 PLACED 
ON HARPER ESTATE 


An additional inheritance tax of 
$.'96 on the estate of the late Vinna 
M. Harper was fixed Monday by Pro­ 
bate Judge Marshall. The tax was 
fixed on $17,387, which was the sum 
i remaining out of the amount allotted 
I by the court for payment of standing, 
1 and contingent indebtedness against 
the estate. The sum allotted was

I.— A fter a 
man has served behind a retail gro­ 
cery m arket counter for 53 years it 
would seem th at his experience would 
entitle his opinions to deep considera­ 
tion. 
Such an expert is John Fulmer, 
who donned his apron in 1866 and is 
still attending to tho w ants of cus­ 
tomers, the oldest m em ber of 
the 
profession in all Ohio, he believes. 
There have been g re a t changes in 
m arketing in those times, the hus­ 
band disappearing as the purchasing 
ag en t and the wife taking his place. 
For a time she, too, almost 
disap­ 
peared, the convenient telephone and 
packaged goods, delivered by swift 
m otor cars, supplanting her supervis­ 
ory examination of food stuffs. 
High 
prices and limited supply is bring­ 
ing back the personally carried m ar­ 
ket basket and the careful inspection, 
of the cautious housekeeper. 
Some 
day, he thinks, the vinegar ju g and 
the kerosene oil can w ith its potato 
stopper may also return to the trade. 
When he was younger and spryer, 
Fulm er says, the 
man of 
family 
stopped at the grocery on 
Monday 
morning enroute to business and left 
the weekly order. 
There w asn’t the 
wide variety and the shelves of gro­ 
ceries were not lined with 
today's 
am azing quantities of canned goods. 
“ People dried 
apples— amt 
had 
parties to do it, instead of 
playing 
bridge,” said Mr. Fulmer. “ And they 
dried their own corn and poaches, and 
bad cupboards full of preserves f<v 
w inter use. 
They even made 
their 
own soap, kept enough 
chickens to 
furnish eggs for the family and w ork­ 
ed a garden to provide 
vegetables- 
Now that's all done 
for 
them —all 
they do is to ta*ke down a telephone 
receiver. 
“I t’s the same with gnusic. 
Girls 
pumped on a parlor organ to have 
a tune. 
But now* th a t’s canned, too, 
and all you have to do is to sta rt a 
record whirling. 
Deliveries in the old tim es 
were 
rai*o, being limited to about two each 
week, unless it was an 
unusually 
large order. 
Now a box of matches 
or a cake of soap 
will bring 
one 
The grocer did not grind the coffee 
then nor was every article wrapped 
carefully, the germ theory not having 
reached the light 
in 
those 
times. 
The housewife or her husband brought 
along the family butter crock or the 
vinegar jug, and m arketing was car­ 
ried on during a social hour, 
each 
family knowing p retty well what the 
other was cating. Clerks, Mr. Fulmer 
remembers, from from 
5:30 
until 
til 9 P. M., and their employers would 
have had apoplexy if asked for over­ 
time pay. 
There were high prices, too, 
when 
he fii’st came to the counter to 
prac­ 
tice, higher by far than those of the 
last three years, lie asserts. 
“ I can remember when I was a boy 
coffee 
was 
75 cents a pound 
and 
calico 
75 
and 80 
cents a yard,” he 
says. 
“ Wages were 
lower, 
too, 
so 
high prices hit them harder than they 
do us. 
But people don’t even ask the 
price of 
food any 
more. 
They 
buy 
w hat 
they 
want 
without 
thinking 
w hat it costs. 
They 
have 
been 
so 
used to foodstuffs going up that 
it’s 
only when an article comes down that, 
they got excited 
now. 
‘Why, what's 
the trouble?’ one woman 
asked 
m$ 
when I quoted 
her a lower price 
on 
butter. 
“The 
man of the family used 
to 
pay the bills. 
A 
wom an’s 
check 
drawn on her own account would 
lie 
handed 
around 
as a curiosity. 
But 
now more than half our checks are in 
a woman’s handwriting. 
In fact, ex­ 
cept for the clerks and the traveling 
salesman, a man 
is 
a rarity in 
the 
m odem grocery. 
Women 
are 
the 
real heads of the house. It is they who 
m anage 
the 
family 
expenses. But 
even some of our best 
women cus­ 
tomers seldom come inside the .store. 
M aiketing is done by 
telephone, ac­ 
cording to the latest fashion in labor­ 
saving concoctions.” 
There 
will, 
however, 
never be a 
complete return to 
the old days, 
no 
m atter how high prices soar. Women 
will never be willing to 
keep 
house 
w ithout canned 
beans 
and “put up” 
vegetables and fruits, 
ju st 
as they 
will never go
